ever, he may return. "Tlie Protestants of 
Ireland," said the rev. gentleman, "are 
satisfied to have Ireland remain hs it is, 
under tlie rule of thu British Imperial 
Parliament. In the event of a ohango to 
so-called homo rule, we would look foe no 
mercy and as]&pr none. The Protestants 
are prepiired,ft Mfight in their own defence, 
and xvill "..eve. under any circumstances, 
submit to he rule of a Roman 
Catholic dtrliment in Dublin. Wo nf 
the north . c.iti-. over to Ireland with the 
solemn pfjed» that the country should 
n-lj.,-'H re.tnniV pd ir British rule, and any 
ikanW iii ilh/'/iy oi *9paration would be u 
viola tum o. t/iat "'iflgo, which would 
justify-! lis in defeildaffi ourselves t>y any 
and every means i:t our oonunund. The 
reverend geutletnan a&Vl he had no doubt 
that abundant men Slid means would be 
to: >:!T- rming from Great Britain, in the 
event of .'.struggle, to aid the Irish Protest- 
ants in i xholuirig their institutions and 
privileges. He added tliut the men of 
Perry would be found an brave anil devoted 
should they be subjected to another siege, 
as they xvcto txvo hundred years ago. It 
appears that the possibility of a general 
election and a liberal victory has greatly 
stirred up 

THE IRISH LOYALISTS ; 

Rut that they have been somewhat paci- 
fied with Balfour's assuranee that the gov- 
ernment would live out its lawful term, 
which means txvo years and a half more of 
existence. On the other hand complaints 
come from all parts df Ireland of thu un- 
fairness with which the Roman Catholics 
are treated by the authorities. However 
reputable a man may tic, the fact that he is 
a Roman Catholic is enough to secure his 
exclusion from the jury box, so that juries 
are virtually packed with persons ready to 
convict or acquit acco: ilmg to the wishes uf 
theorowd. (Should. £jary go contrary to 
tho expectations of the government, they 
are never given a like opportunity again. 
Balfour is ruling with a more despotic hand 
than any of his predecessors, and the Irish 
constabulary obey him like a xx-11 trained 
army, yet he has not succeeded in crushing 
out the plan of campaign and in Tippe- 
rary, where the government lias exercised 
its greatest severity, the triumph of the 
National League lias been complete so far 
as bringing all tenants of the Smith-Barry 
estate into line. Smith-Barry himself, how- 
ever, although his loss cannot bo less than 
the enormous sum of £20,000 a year, is 
rich enough from other sources to stand the 
cost of the contest, and is not the man to 
yield, even if he was not making money. 
Tipperary is certain to be the scene of more 
and greater disorder, for it is said that Mr 
'Smith-Barry baa an immigration scheme on 
hand for tho sett lenient of his property, anil 
that the immigrants will be guarded by : 
half the British army. 

In Ireland, the appointment of Lord 
Wolesley to the command of the military 
forces, is regarded by marked disfavor by 
the .National League, and with equal satis- 
faction by the loyalists, It is of course well 
known that Lord VVolsely is himself an 
Irishman, being a native of Dublin. 

mtlTlsil ARMY PROMOTIONS. 

Tlie debate in parliament on the army 
estimates has brought out some interesting 
things. Although promotion in the British 
army is no longer obtained by purchase, it 
is still retained in the hands of the aristoc- 
racy by methods that would give points to 
an American politician. For instance 
during the past year some twenty promo 
tions to the ranks of commissioned officers 
were made from among enlisted men. This 
seemed nil very good and encouraging ou 
the service, but enquiry shows that every 
one of these twenty ofllcers tiro young gen- 
tlemen of aristocratic families who enlisted 
with the understanding, and substantially 
the promise, that, after a brief period in the 
ranks they would be promoted. This is 
not very stimulating to brave and bearded 
veterans of campaigns, who Dnd themselves 
put under the orders of callow youths from 
universities. The fact is, thut the whole 
system of civil and military promotion in 

England is delusive. While tho competi- 
tion is generally open to every class, condi- 
tions are attached which practically confine 
appointments to the upper orders. 

THE SITUATION IN ARMKNIA, 
The situation of the British army and 
navy is of much importance just now, 
when history is repeating itself in the east. 
Armenia is another Bulgaria, and as the 
Turkish atrocities were a pretext for the 
RllSBO-Turkish war. bo the outrages in 
Armenia give another preloxt to Russia for 
interference in the Sultan's affairs, The 
Turk seems to learn nothing by experience. 
All that, the Christian subjects of Turkey 
ask is decent government, As it is, they 
ate victimized in such an inhuman maimer 
that the better sentiment even of England 
is aroused in favor of the oppressed 

population, ami the Czar is enabled 
to pose as the champion of humanity 
in carrying out, bis schemes of 
aggression. The story of the Armenian 
atrocities is only beginning to be told. The 
Christian population of I5rzci'OUin is waiting 
not alone for fathers ami brothers slain, but 
for xvives and daughters missing. Since the 
day of the terrible massacre, scores of Ar- 
menian womonhavo been missing, and there 
is no doubt that they are prisoners in Turk- 
ish harems subjected to a fate worse than 
death. Among the Russian forces on the 
Asiatic frontier are several Armenian 



regiments, and it is reported that the men 
are wild with ardor to march against tho 
Turks and avenge their countrymen and 
countrywomen. The invasion of Asiatic 
'Turkey may take place at any time since 
Turkey's failure to pay tho xvar indemnity 
gives Russia a pretext for action, and 
the partial surrender of the Porto to Bul- 
garia's demands has served to irritate the 
Czar. Bulgaria has olfered to sustain 
Turkey 

WITH SIXTY THOUSAND MEN 

in the event of war. A meeting of the 
members of Parliament interested in the con- 
dition 'of Armenia ; was held in the confer- 
ence rooms of the Commons to-day. From 
information that reaches here from Constan- 
tinople, it is learned that matters are fast 
assuming a critical complexion. War ma- 
terial is constantly pouring into Baton m by 
night as xvell as by day, ami Clifford Lloyd, 
the British consul-general at Erzeroum, lias 
telegraphed to the British embassy at Con- 
stantinople that the Turkish garrisons in 
Armenia should be strengthened. Whether, 
however, he desires the garrisons to be re- 
inforced as a precaution against Russia, 
or as a means of defence against 
the Turks, does not sufficiently ap- 
pear. In any case, the condition 
of the Christian inhabitants of Armenia is 
most deplorable, and such as to call for the 
active intervention of the European powers. 

Brigandage all over the Turkish empire 
has extended to an alarming extent. It 
arises from the visibly increasing poverty of 
the masses of population in the immediute 
vicinity of Constantinople. Brigands have 
made their appearance in strong bands and 
carried off several men with their money 
anil effects within a short' distance oi 
foreign embassies. 

DISTRESSING ACCOUNTS. 

Most distressing accounts are received 
from Salonica, where, in three of the dis- 
tricts of Villayet, the harvest is a total ioss, 
no rain having fallen for fourteen months. 
The consequence is general destitution and 
want, for it is not only the grain crops that 
have failed, hut all other crops on xvhieh the 
population depend for an exchange of 
goods. It is estimated that nearly 
100,000 persons xvill have to he 
furnished with means of subsistence until 
next harvest, and the necessary seed for 
their next soxving. Unless immediate 
measures are taken to relieve the people the 
country will be given over to anarchy and 
disease which may he turned to political 
account. The Porte hots been so alarmed by 
the fear that the poverty-stricken people 
of Constantinople might become a source of 
disorder, that hundreds of beggars and 
well-known vagabonds have recently been 
expelled and have departed lo Smyrna, 
Adriauoplo, and other inland towns to the 
grief and trouble of those localities. This 
shunting of the human rubbish of Con- 
stantinople into the provinces is partly tlie 
cause of increasing brigandage, and will yet 
cause serious trouble. 

The Irishmen of London will entertain 
Mr. and Mrs. Win. O'Brien at a banquet at 
Holborn Restaurant on Wednesday next. 

PERSECUTION OK JEWS IN RUSSIA. 

A movement in favor of a general protest 
to the Russian government against the ill- 
treatment of the Jews is receiving the 
warm support of nearly all the London and 
provincial newspapers. The unanimity of 
the press on this subject is due to the fear 
that a million or more Russian Jexvs will 
take refuge in London if life is made in- 
tolerable for them in Russia. The city is 
already so overcrowded with foreign pau- 
pers and laborers that, such an influx would 
c-uuse serious trouble. 

WILL MAINTAIN HER RIGHTS. 

. " Belle Bit ton," or Lady Duulo, in an 
interview to-day confirmed the report that 
Viscount Dunlo had had an interview with 
her since the recent decision of the divorce 
I ease in her favor. She says that the noble 
I youth seems disposed " lo do the proper 
thing," but that his father refuses to con- 
tinue ids allowance if he lives with his wife. 
The idea of his supporting her by earning 
money through his own operations is of 
course not conceivable. There is . little 
prospect of the couple maintaining domestic 
relations therefore until Lord Cloncarty dies 
or undergoes a change nf hearts. Lady Dunlo 
declares, nevertheless, that she xvill never 
compromise her rights nor relax her efforts 
lo on fordo their recognition. She denies 
tho rumor that the viscount is going on a 
hunting trip in Africa. 

RAILWAY STRIKJt IN WALES. 

The railway men of Wales, having found 
that I here is no hope of the companies yield- 
ing to their demands, have decided to enter 
in earnest upon the long threatened strike. 
Wednesday is the time fixed for the begin- 
ning of the struggle, which promises to ' be 
bitter and prolonged.

They 
are not recognized as C. T.'s, nor can they 
join any of our Commercial Travellers' as- 
sociations in Canada. 

If the merchants of Victoria xvill only 
look at this in the proper light, they will 
urge the City Council to do away with any 
tax or license on the genuine commercial 
traveller, no matter where he comes from — 
Montreal, Toronto, New York or San Fran- 
cisco. 

Victoria travellers go every xveek to Van- 
couver, Nanaimo, New Westminster and 
other places. Vancouver, last xveek, litis 
started to enforce a city by-liw, calling oh 
every traveller to pay $10 per xveek. This 
would mean $520 per annum for some whole- 
sale houses in Victoria. 

Then, if Vancouver is right, why should 
not ex-ery toxvn and village in British 
Columbia do the same thing? The result 
would be to paralyze all business intercourse 
in British Columbia. 

In conclusion, I xvould remind " A R. M." 
that he only owns a very small portion of 
the British empire, and that at present he 
is subject to the l«ws thereof relating to 
trade and commerce, and also to the com- 
mercial laws of one of the finest portions of 
the empire, viz., Canada.

Tho Times assorts that 
Behring's Sea, outside the three mile limit, 
is just ns free to all the world as the 
English Channel or the Mediterranean, nor 
can any attempt to restrict that freedom be,. 
described othorwise than as an usurpation 
of well-established rights. So far as war 
and rumors of xvar nothing more is heard or 
intimated, hut. the British squadron recently 
gathered at Esquinialt xvill remain in the 
North Pacific prepared for such action as 
the American cruisers may give Qecasioh 
for. It is certain that the Canadian 
sealers xvill be protected as long as thev 
keep three miles axvay from American and 
Russian territory. " We have no quarrel 
W.ith the United States," saiil Lord Stanley 
of Alderley, at a dinner last Thursday ovort- 
ing, " but. British subjects must and xvill be 
protected the world over in the exercise of 
their lawful rights." A prominent city 
merchant in fur said mi the same occasion 
that it was an attempt, of a company hold- 
ing an American monopoly to use the 
American Eovernmeiit for the purpose of 
compelling Her .Majesty's subjects to sub- 
mit to that monopoly. 

CAPITAL NOTES.

By I he noon train from Nanaimo, yester- 
day, was received meagre news of a shoot- 
ing affray in Cowichan district, which 
resulted in the death of a well-klioxvn 
rancher named Joe Dougan, an old resident 
of the province. The murdeved man had, 
for several years past, been living with a 
Mrs. Routledge, xvhose husband left her in 
the fall of 'SO. She, as xvell as her compan- 
ion and victim, xvas in the habit of indulg- 
ing in periodical and long continued drink- 
ing bouts, which generally terminated in a 
light. On several of ti _'se occasions, find- 
ing that Dougan was her superior in 
strength, the xvouKin is said to have tit- 
tempted to shoot him, but unsuccessfully. 
Since Tuesday night both had been drinking 
heavily until Friday night, or, rather, 
early yesterday morning, when the 
inevitable quurrol commenced, quick- 
ly followed by blows. In the 
excitement of the fight, the woman 
seized a 44-calibrc Remington riflo and sent 
a bullet through the heart of Dougan. 
Death was, of course, instantaneous. The 
sound of the shots brought residents in the 
neighborhood to the scene, and the mur- 
dress was detained until the police could 
lie communicated with. She 'will probably 
be brought to Victoria to-uionoxv. The 
telegraph operator at Cobble Hillj tho sta- 
tion nearest to the scene of the crime, says 
that an inquest was held yesterday, hut 
with what result he could not say, as ho had 
heard no particulars up to the hour his of- 
fice xvas elesed for the night. The deceased 
xvas a man about -15 years of age, posyssed 
of considerable fanning property in C. dis- 
trict, and well-known in it. 

Tlie foregoing particulars were obtained 
piece by piece from a variety of sources, it 
being difficult to obtain any information 
from the scene of the murder, owing to its 
distance from a telegraph office, f-lertrt. 
Langley was notified of the crime yesterday 
morning, and at once took the necessary 
action in it, giving orders for the holding of 
Mrs. Routledge until the arrival of an 
officer to take her into custody. She is the 
first woman to ho charged with murder iu 
the history of British Columbia.

Facts About the Striko Gathered hy 
" The Colonist's" Special 
Representative. 



Mr. 



Tully Koyco Gives His Views 
ou the Situation and 
Prospects. 



Aa has been previously mentioned, a 
general disinclination was manifested by 
the leading strikers and their friouds, to 
entor into details regarding their present 
and futuio policy. Their objects, they 
contendod, wore sufficiently explained in 
the speeches and resolutions at tho 
meeting of May 17, at Wellington. It 
was for the Messrs. Dunsmuir to con- 
sider their claimsand so booh, they repeated, 
»s the firm were prepared to entor into 
negotiations, the Miners Association 
had a committee ready and duly empow- 
ered to deal with them. MX Tully 
Boyce, having been indicated as being in 
tho best position to afford information, 
was Bought by the reporter when ho ar- 
rived a- Nanaimo. His house is an un- 
pretentious white cottugo on the Comox 
road, from which tho owner was absent 
at the time Tun Colonist man called. 
Mrs. Boyce, who was indus riously occu- 
pied with her household duties, invited 
him to take a seat ; but he, having some calls 
to make, undertook to call again. On his 
return he found tho better half of tho 
president of the union with her house 
in order, and herself ready to receive her 
husband with a smiling countenance, in 
itself n hearty welcome. Mr. Boyce, 
■when he arrived, showed himself 
to be a typical working miner 
He said he w»8 fully prepared to discus 
matters, but warned the writer to be 
careful of making mistakes aa to lua 
views and tho position he occupied. Til 
Wellington meeting of tho seventeeth 
May had, he said, been attended by tho 
members of the Vancouver Island Union 
representing tho whole island and not 
tho Wellington miners only. They had 
assembled, he said, nut to consider tli 
interests of Wellington above those of 
tho entire Union, and as such their pro 
ceedinga must be regarded. What was 
wanted was that the hours of the men 
generally should be eight hours only 
counting from bank to bank ; but the 
Messrs. Dunsmuir had refused either t 
agree t" the hours proposed or to receire 
tho deputation appointed by the meet- 
ing to wait upon them with the resolu- 
tions which had been adopted demanding 
eight hours and the recognition by thetn 
of the Miners' Association. After some 
further conversation, 

MB. TULLY BOYCE 

said, in reply to a question, that as con- 
cerned mine committees thoy wero oidy 
appointed for tho mines with which their 
representative members wero connected. 
No trouble had been expected by them 
on the subject of eight hours. The scale 
of prices framed for high and low coal was 
intended for all the companies, but it had 
not been submitted to tho Wellington 
Company, tho striko having intervened. 

Pleaso explain the attitude of the Wel- 
lington miners on 'he Monday morning 
succeeding tho meeting of the 17th May/ 

It had been tho custom to start tho 
cages from half past six to a quarter to 
seven each morning, so as to have tho 
men at the face of the coal by seven 
o'clock, and to stop hoisting at noon, tho 
miners being in consequence kept half 
an li'iur lato to make up for that stop- 
page. All that was necessary to comply 
with the desires of tho men and tho pmc- 
tico at tho other mint's -and that without 
interfering with the actual hours of work 
—would lies for the shafts to continue 
hoisting and let tho men g<?t their meals 
as they pleased with ut stopping a half 
hour at noon. Whon flic blasts were 
shot there wero always live or ton minutes 
when ik was imposs bio to work that 
could bo utilized by tho miners for re- 
freshment. As he had said, providing 
the shafts kept hoisting continuously, 
there would be no interference with the 
hours of tho men by thu adoption of kho 
eight hours as proposed, thoir labor being 
continuous. He had never expected 
that there would bo anv stick on this ac- 
count. 

Will you pleaso explain something 
about the mine committee demanded by 
tho men ? 

"It is tho custom almost everywhere 
for each mine to have a committee of 
three to arrange dilhculties between the 
miners and the pit foreman. Their busi- 
ness is only to 



say to tho minors, "If you don't like our 
terms you can leave." He (Mr. Boyce) 
wanted 

JUSTICE DONE TO BOTH SIDES. 

But he folt that tho Wellington company 
had come to tho conclusion that tho Pit 
committee would, rightly or wroi gly, go 
against them ; still ill his expori nee Pit 
committees had quite as often decided 
against tho miners as against the com- 
panies. It was everywhere complained 
that men got deficient places for which 
they wero iiofc paid. It was, however, 
supposed that, in such cases, oithor yard- 
ago or a lump sum would be allowed ; but 
frequently that sum was insufficient. 

Is it n t just as frequently as 
otherwise that the fault of making small 
earnings rests with the miners them- 
selves ? 

There is all tho difference in the world 
betwoen men, and that should bo taken 
into account. It was easy to tull 
whether or not a man was a good 
miner. Ho did not want to seo an in- 
competent miner evened up to the level 
of a competent man. Very frequently 
incompetent men were taken into mines 
because of their urgent demands fur 
work. 

Did you no' state that tho Messrs. 
Dunsmuir insisted upon their employes 
making purchases at their own store and 
that at exorbitant rates ? 

It was a mistake to say I hat he (Mr. 
Boyce) had stated that tho Wellington 
men were forced to buy at the company's 
stores. When speaking before tho coun- 
cil of the Miners' Association at San 
Francisco, he had said that at tho Union 
mines, Comox, a fow whites were not 
making wages and, by force i f circum- 
stances, had been compelled to make 
tli. ir purchases at the Company's 
stores 25 to 50 per cent. higher 
than thoy could buy elsewhere. 
But ho had never. In tho remotest way, 
made this remark with respect to 
Wellington, for ho had never spent $2 at 
the company's store there. 

HK HAD BEKN M1SREPQRTBD, 
and no correction had been made. 

It has been stated that illegitimate 
means are being used to secure a victory 
for the men during the present con- 
troversy ? 

Such is, by no means, the case. It is 
absolutely false. Wo want to win by 
legitimate means, and as for violence or 
threats he would be the first to denounce 
them and to expose the parties so offend- 
ing. There might be ill-feeling between the 
Miners' union and the Wellington com- 
pany ; but ho believed that, if they only 
gave the union the opportunity, tho com- 
pany would tind that the union was not 
as bad as they thought. It would, as far 
as possible and in face of outsido in- 
fluence, endeavor to keep down all un- 
reasonable demands. He bad contended 
that so long as the miners kept within 
reason they would be respected, other- 
wise, and he had had experience — public 
opinion would condemn them. Leaders, 
he knew, often got blamed when they 
were sincerely trying to keep down all 
excitement and impropriety. Ho knew 
that tho men invariably suffered when 
companies which employed them suffered, 
and for this reason particularly he was 
sorry to think that the gulf which had 
been created would tako a long time to 
bridge. 

What is the attitude of tho minors to- 
ward the company and their property ? 

Ho had repeatedly advised the men, as 
had often been done elsewhere, to form 
committees to guard 'he company's prop- 
erty, as it not infrequently happened 
that unscrupulous people took advantage 
of the opportunity and committed depre- 
dations for which tho strikers Liot 
blamed. Ho would hero say that if it 
had not been for tho eight-hour question, 
which he contended had resulted in a 
lock-out — not a strike — 

AMPLE TIME WOULD HAVE BEEN 01VEJS 

the company to consider and discuss if 
they wished tbedeuiand for a pit commit- 
tee. Tho only reason why an outsido 
committee had been sent, to Mr. Brydon 
was that the company had refused either 
to consider or discuss matters with repre- 
sentatives of their own miners. "(!od 
knew," he concluded, " that he was the 
last man in the world who desired to see 
i strike ; it was the last res rt of tho men 
and their only Weapon when the employer 
refused to consider or arbitrate upon dis- 
puted questions."

Indeed, he had 
never seen an occasion when a settlement 
was n t in this way arrived at. No out- 
side miners were over called on. 

Why was not the vote at the mass 
meeting on the 17th May taken by 
ballot ? 

Because all questions are decided by 
an open vote. There was not ono dis- 
sentient voice on tho 17tll May, and the 
Wellington miners had voted the buiiio 
as the men from the other mines in die 
district. ' He had not had the slightest 
idea that matters would have reached 
either a strike or a lock-out— and hu con- 
sidered that in this instance it was a 
lock-out. 

But, supposing no satisfactory conclu- 
sion is arrived at by tho committee, what 
is the practice ? 

I . caso of a failure to agreo betw-en 
the men ami tho superintendent, in the 
ovent of a dead-lock, tho natural recourse 
is arbitrati n. If the, matter were of im- 
portance lie always proposed to have the 
whole question regulated by disinterest- 
ed parties. Ho considered that, unless 
thoro wero some means of regulating mat- 
tors, no miner had a good show of gut- 
ting justioa, becauso a company could

The Filthy Condition of the Streets 
Causes Considerable Sickness— 
Workmen Prostrated. 



New York, July 31.— New York lias 
had u good many hot days this summer, 
but the one that came to Staten Island with 
this morning was a scorcher, such as no 
northern city, savo Now York, experienced, 
[t warmed up during the night, and refresh- 
ing sleep was almost unknown. At day- 
light the thermometer registered 70, and at 
eight o'clock advanced to 87 degrees, and 
continued to get hotter. At noon it .showed 
!)4 degrees, and the thermometer, shielded 
from the sun,. registered 01. At 2 o'clock 
!)G degrees waa passed, the sun blazing down 
with consuming heat, and the streets wore 
the appearance of a Southern city. Several 
cases of sunstroke were reported before 
noon, and some of them will result fatally. 
The filthy condition of the streets, left from 
the recent strike of the street cleaning de- 
partment, is causing a great deal of sickness 
on the eust side of the city, where the heat 
is probably felt more than in ai.y part of 
New York. The effects of the terrible heat 
are apparent on every hand. Down in the 
commercial section the business is seriously 
interfered with. 

It is really dangerous for people to ven- 
ture into the streets where the tierce rays 
of the aim blister everything. Men who 
hail work out doors, well in the shadows of 
awnings and buildings, could stand it, but 
ambulanc-s from Bellevue, Chambers 
street, Governeur and other hospitals were 
dashing all over town, loaded with persons 
who had been prostrated, and conveying 
them to the hospitals for treatment. 

The exact record of the day's casualties 
ia not very easy to secure, because, in addi- 
tion to the great number of eases cared for 
ut the hospitals, many victims were taken 
from the streets and sent to their residences 
in private carriages. At the hospitals tho 
house and ambulance surgeons had their 
hands full of work.

Whatcom, July 31. —Customs Inspec- 
tor Peter Cilino had an interesting ex- 
perience a few days since at Point 
Roberts. He spied the steam sloop 
Emma, of Victoria, fishing in American 
waters, and undertook to seize her. Ob 
taining the services of a fisherman to 
take him to the poacher, which bad in- 
advertently allowed her steam to run 
down, be sei/.cd the sloop in regular 
older. I' had two or three unwilling 
prisoners on board, who r fused to assist 
him in running tho sloop into an Ameri- 
can port. The inspector had not made 
the proper arrangements in Blaine for a 
tug to come to his assistance to tow in 
his prize. Withouthelp on board or from 
land, ho was in the position of the oflioor 
who attached tho elephant. The Br tish 
owners of the sloop allowed her to quietly 
drift into l»:i ish waters, which required 
two or three (lays. In tho. meantime 
they refused to furnish food for their 
captor, until ho was only too glad to give 



up his prize. The plucky customs officer 
had caught n Tartar and turned his toes 
home tho first tliue I ho fishing sloop 
struck land. He will never try to cap- 
ture another poacher single-handed.

A suitable institute has 
been secured, and the necessary agents en- 
gaged, bv* "o great outlay will be incurred, 
nor will i ' ill number of deaconesses be 
received. . after the Wesleyan conference 
has been la session. 

In Holland great crowds have gathered to 
hear Miss Eva Booth of the Salvation Army, 
who was overwhelmed with surprise at the 
large number of converts and tho evident 
signs of revival. 

Captain Ruddle, u veteran Salvation 
Army officer, has been drowned in the 
disastrous Australian Hoods, while bravely 
attempting the rescue of a fellow creature ; 
the largest crowd ever known at a funeral 
in Brisbane gathered round his grave 

Despite the hot weather ill the United 
States Commissioner Booth-Tucker and his 
Indian party have bad a good reception, the 
large opera house, New Jersey, and tho 
largest buildings in other towns being 
crowded ; the cam]) meeting groves wore 
also well attended and the spiritual results 
most encouraging. 

The Rev. A. .). Cordon and Rev. Mr. 
Gumbart, of Boston, are to take part with 
Mr. .Moody in tho Northfield conferences 
now being held. Reports to the effect that 
Mr. Ira D. Sankov has become alienated 
from the great evangelist, with whom be' 
labored so many years, will lie set at rest 
by the fact that Mr. Saukey and Mr. Ooo. 
C. Stebbins are to lead the services of song 
at Northfield this summer. 

Letters received from Salinas, Persia, give 
a sad account of the murder of Mrs. Wright, 
wife of the Lev. J. N. Wright, ot the Persia 
mission. It is asserted that she was assailed 
by a native teacher, whomsho had dismissed 
from her employ, who plunged a dagger into 
her side. 

The London, England, city mission em- 
ployed 50U missionaries last year, and asks 
an additional £10,000 for more missionaries. 

The report of the missionary society 
which represents the Church of England, 
shows thai by its financial contributions it 
is the largest giver of all denominations in 
the world in the cause of missions. 

The English Wesleyan Missionary society 
speaks of advance in some parts of its work, 
but bewails a lessening of tho year's income 
by £10,00(4. 

The English Baptist Missionary society 
has presented a hopeful, encouraging report 
of work, as did I be Moravian Missionary 
society, which, in proportion to its num- 
bers, has sent out more missionaries and 
given more funds than any other body. 

The London Missionary society reported 
200 missionaries, a native chin ch ot 1,185 
ordained native pastors, 4,310 native preach- 
ers, 74,000 communicants, and about 316,- 
000 adherents. 

The Methodist Episcopal Church of Italy 
has "ill! communicants. The Waldensian 
Italian mission i" also going forward. 

The Society for Embossing and Circulat- 
ing the Holy Scriptures among the Blind, 
in Dr. Moon's type, lias had a year of suc- 
cessful work. The society has 17 teachers 
and 17 libraries of books, ami, with one ex- 
ception, all tho teachers are themselves 

blind. During the year 2,143 persons have 
been visited by the touchers in and near 
I. 'union ; ami 4!).S7S visits have been made

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THE COUNCIL'S D LUND Eli. 

The erection of the A'liletio Associa- 
tion's club-house at the foot of Menziea 
street is, wo see, giving a good deal of 
dissatisfaction. The members of the 
Association are not to blame in this 
matter. They applied for and obtained 
the permission of the City Council and 
the Dominion authorities to erect the 
building on that site. The Cuu' oil • ught. 
to have known whether or not tho build- 
ing could bo placed at the foot of Menziea 
street, and should have withheld a per- 
mission which it had no authority to give. 
It was, wo believe, on the understanding 
that the City Council had no objection, 
that permission was given by the 
Dominion, If the result of the 
proceedings about to be instituted 
against the Association is to prevent 
their going oil with tho erection of the 
Club House, the expense of the removal 
should be paid by the City Council, for it 
is owing to its carelessness and thought- 
less good nature that tho building is 
erected on ground that should be set 
apart for the use of the public. There 
can bo no doubt that the right thing to 
have at the foot of that street is not a 
private Club IT use but .-i public land- 
ing. 

ABOUT TAXATION. 

How shall the chiz. ns of Victoria pay 
for the construction of the sewers? is a 
question that is occupying the attention 
of the City Fathers and .some of the more 
thoughtful of the ratepayers. Shall the 
Corporation borrow a lump sum sufficient 
to do the whole work and tax all the 
ratepayers, no matter where their p o- 
perty is situated, to pay the interest and 
to provide for paying the principal, or 
shall those who receive tho benefit of the 
sewers be required to contribute accord- 
ing to the advantage they receive and not 
until the sewer system is extended to the 
real es ate they own '( There are many 
who say it is not fair to ask property 
owners, who may not perhaps for years 
receive the slightest dircc bonefit from 
the drain ■ re system to pay towards ils 
construction from tho day on which the 
money is borrowed. There appears to be 
reason in this contention. There aie 
some parts of tho system from which 
all property owners are to r< - 
ceive a common benefit. Without 
these parts there could bo no .system. It 
is evident that it is fair to require all 
properties, wherever they may be 
situated, to contribute towards the con- 
struction of these parts. This may 1 e 
called the trunk of the system. But 
then about tho br: inches and the small* r 
ramifications which are connected with the 
main branches ; should till the ra epayers 
be forced to contribute towards their con- 
struction or should the owners of housi s 
and land on every street, and lane and 
alley bo required to pay for tho extension 
of drainage to their property ? 

There are many who consider tho sys- 
tem of local assessment for local im- 
provements tho fairest and the most 
economical. Let the main sewers be 
built at tho expense of all, hut when any 
particular s reet or lane requires the 
drainage to be extended to it, lot the 
property on both sides of tho street, im- 
proved and unimproved, be assessed 
for tho su n required to construct tho 
drains. In this way tho property bene- 
fited can bo made to pay for tho 
advantage extendod to it win n it receives 
it, and it will not bo required to pay for 



more or for less than it receives. Of 
course tho residents will not have the 
option to accept or refuse drainage The 
whole city must be drained when drain- 
ago is required, and tho Corporation, and 
not the property owners, are to bo the 
judges us to when and how any particular 
locality ib to be drained. 

Then there is a growing opinion that 
for improvements like drainage all prop- 
erties, whether improved or unimproved, 
should pay equally. The mam who has 
erected buildings on his lot. it is con- 
tended, should not bo forced to pay a 
single cent more for a permanent work 
of this kind than the man who 
has done nothing towards the im- 
provement of liia. The drain will 
materially increase tho value of tho 
vacant lot in the first place, and it will bo 
there ready for uso when tho lot is occu- 
pied and improved. The lot will be 
bettered, and it ia only fair that its 
owner should bo required to pay for 'he 
betterment. The sower tax, therefore, it 
is hold, should be a frontage tax and not 
what is commonly denominated a pro- 
perty tax. 

These questions are well worth con- 
sidering. They have occupied the atten- 
tion of the city governments and the 
ratepayers of other cities of the EaBt and 
tho West, and it would bo well to enquire 
what has been said and written on the 
subject elsewhere, and what has been 
done. This city has not attained tho 
pinnacle of perfection with respect to 
taxation or anything e'se, and it should 
not be above profiting by tho experience 
of its neighbors. 



OUR COMMON HERITAGE. 

Our esteemed correspondent " X " as- 
serts that tho sayii g "the world was 
created for man " is a mere convenient 
form of speech. Wo believe it to he 
something more than a loose aflinnath n 
of the sovereignty of man. Manilas shown 
himself to be lord of the habitable parts 
of the globe and of some parts that are 
not habitable. There is hardly any 
region of the earth that he has not made 
subservient to him in one way or another, 
and most creatures of both land and sea 
are used for his subsistence or bis com- 
fort. Man has been endowed with the 
power to rule the world and near'y all 
its inhabitants of inferior mould, and it 
is, wo submit, quite proper to say that 
the world was create 1 for his use. The 
" pampered goose ' may say that man 
was made to minister to his wants ; but 
the mental vision ..f the goose is limited, 
and if it could see why man was so kind 
to it, it would come to a very different 
conclusion. 

Henry George and his disciples also 
8- y that tho world was made for man, 
that is, the whole of mankind, and they 
draw from th s proposition the inference 
that no individual man has a right to 
own any part of its surface. It does not 
seem to us that this conclusion is by any 
means logical. It may be admitted that 
the ea th belongs to man because man is 
the only created being who has int ellect 
enough to use it, and yet be maintained 
that each individual man has a right to 
h ive as his partic dar possession some 
part of its surface. 

The question between the man who 
believes in the present order of things 
and tho Georgeit.es appears to us to be 
one of administration rather than of 
princ pie. ft being admitted that the 
land beloi gs toman, the question is how 
is man to exercise this ownership/ [sit 
to be worked in common by all men or is 
each man to have his allotted share—the 
allotment to be made in the way to he 
found most convenient, and best calcu- 
lated 'o get from it all that it is capable 
of yielding. 

Perhaps, it will be best to illustrate 
what we mean. Assume that a certain 
man, whom we shall (all Adam, has a 
great estate. When Adam dies ho leaves 
this estate to his sons. Tom, Dick, 
Harry, Bill and Jim. Tho land ia willed 
to them and their heirs for ever. The 
w 11 h queatha tho 'and to the sons in 
general terms. It do63 not say that, any 
one of them shall Ik: the proprietor of any 
particular part. There is nothing about 
met s and bounds in the document. 
When the old gentleman is buried, the 
sous meet to decide how the estate which 
has been bequeathed to them shall bo 
hand ed. They all agree that the estate 
is theirs. There is not a foot of it which 
is not their property, but there is a dis- 
pute as to how it shall be worked. Tom 
says that although the estatu belongs to 
them all, not one of them has a right to 
any part of it. Wo must work it, ho 
Bays, in common, and he tells Dick, who 
would like to appropriate to his 
own uso the northoist corner, 
that he will bo nothing better 
than a robber if he makes a foot of the 
land his own property. Dick admits that 
the laud belo gs to all live brothers, but 
he contends that it will belong to them 
as completely if it is divided into tivo 
equal portions as if it Were kept within 
one ring fence ami worked by them all 
as a firm. He maintains, moreover, that 
the laud would bo better cultivated and 
its resources would be better developed 
if each brother had his own share to man- 
age as he sees tit, and to bequeath to his 
children after him, than if it were owned 
and worked by all five in common. Ho 
ridicules tho idea of the brothor who 



claimed a fifth part of tho estato being 
c msidered a robber. Thoru could ba 
no dishonesty in giving to oach his share 
of tho patrimony. Tho land would be- 
long to tho whole family just as much 
after •the division as it did beforo it was 
male — tho only difference being that 
each was sole owner of a part instead of be- 
ing joint proprietor of the whole. For 
his part, ho favored division. 

Now the roader can see that it was 
qui o possible for these brothers to be 
equally honest though ho may not admit 
them to be equally wiso. 

We will suppose further that at last a 
division was agreed upon, and that after 
a time Dick and Bill sold thoir shares to 
Harry and dim, and that tho property 
was still further divided, and in three or 
four or more generations was owned in 
several y by quito a largo number of 
Adam's descendants— some by purchase 
some by inheritance. Then a descendant 
of Adam, whom wo shall call George, 
came int ■ tho world, and when he grew 
to man's estato began to find fault with 
the division of the estato that had been 
made hundreds of years before. He re- 
ferred them to the original Adam's will, 
and said that because their ancestor did 
not leave the land to any particular per- 
son but to nil h : 8 posterity, it was an out- 
rage and fearful injustice to divide the 
estate, and that every person who claimed 
any part of it as his private property- 
was a robber and an oppressor, and 
wound up by proposing to take tho land 
from those who then owne 1 it and to make 
it common property according as he 
contended, to the intention of the origi- 
nal owner. He also protested against 
compensating those who had bought or 
inherited parts of the estate, no matter 
how they enme into possession of them. 
Would George, we ask, have any claim 
to be considered a philanthropist and a 
reformer because he advocated taking 
the land from those who honestly owned 
it, in order to make it common property ? 
And would the estate be better worked 
after it came into the possession of a 
crowd than it was while tho private pro- 
perty of a part of Adam's descendants ( 

Mankind have found out after hun- 
dreds of years of experience, some of it 
very dearly purchased, that this great 
heritage of theirs can lie better managed 
by individual men owing part of it as 
their private property than when it be- 
lougs to tho whole community : and yet 
wo are asked to admire the man and to 
look upon him as the wisest of the wise, 
who proposes to go back to a system of 
land ownership which has been aban- 
doned by every nation that has emerged 
from barbarism.

Tho Toronto Empire of 
the 2(>th tilt, contains the following no- 
tice of what lias been done to obtain for 
tho young men of British Columbia the 
advantages of tho higher education at 
their own doors : 

"The proposition to establish a university 
in British Columbia is being vigorously 
pushed forward. The act passed attic 
last session of the legislature authorizing j 
the formation of a governing body or ! 
council, the raising of an endowment, 
and prescribes the regulations in regard i 
to the granting of degrees and the fram- 
ing id' a curriculum. All university 
graduates in the province are being in- 
vited to register their names uitli a small 
fee and become, members of the first con- 
vocation. This will unite all those in 
British Columbia favoring higher educa- 
tion and create a sympathetic constitu- 
ency at i nee for the proposed institution. 
The. ra sing ol funds is of course the 
chief question. There will be exercise of 
private genere;! j whenever the scheme 
begins to take delinito shape, and the 
Provincial Government will alsodo somu- 
tliing. There i.-; some rivalry for the 
hi e of the university and it is not un- 
likely that the place which does the most 
in a financial sense will stand the best 
chance. The whole design is creditable 
to our fellow citizens at the cost and in 
promoting educational facilities we hope 
the primary bra. dies will receive equal 
attention.'

It. has been 
urged to make this city a port of call tor its 
Pacitic liners, the business men of Victoria 
feeding confident that such an arrangement 
would be found advantageous by the steam- 
ship company, and in addition add much to 
the commerce of the port. The C. P. K . 
However, have been a little -slow in acting, 
anil the Pacific Mail— thuir business rivals 
for the Oriental trade — have seized the op- 
portunity ami won the honor of dispatching 
one of their steamers as the first over tin 
most direct route between the two conti- 
nents. 

Had tlio China arrived during the hours 
of daylight there would have been many at 
the ocean dock to welcome her. As it u.,s 
the majority of tho.se who would have been 
on hand to give her a reception were sound- 
ly sleeping before she rounded Race Rocks, 
and scut a rocket skywards in announce- 
ment of her intention to come into port.

Heavy Rains Interfere w.ith Railway 
Traffic— ( holera Spreading— Tlio 
first Woolen Mill Opened. 

San Francisco, July 31.— The steamship 
Ik'lgio arrived tins morning, 2.'i days from 
Honft Kong and from Yokohama. Japanoao 
advices stuto tliut Heal and other limiting 
about the Hopkaido Ncinuro and Saghalten 
islands are again engaging tho attention of 
the authorities, and native papers state that 
the provisions of the act of 1S84, regulating 
such hunting by foreigners, will be enforced 
to the extent of sending men-of-war to the 
island. 

Heavy rains in the Chikuzen and Buzen 
districts from July 4 to washed away 
bridgi - across all steams, considerably 
delaying railway traffic. A number of 
houses were washed away and one person 
was killed. 

On the eleventh inst. the total number of 
cholera oases reported was 239 with 114 
deaths, 47 fresh eases and li> deaths were 
reported that day, and or. the 12th instant 
30 fresh cuses and 27 deaths were reported 
from Nagasaki. The Emperor has sanc- 
tioned the expenditure of $42, 12S from tho 
govern ment reserve fund for disinfection 
purposes. A native paper, in commenting 
on the recent elections from, the rank of the 
counts, says : "All tin: great statesmen have 
been forgotten. Of 15 counts elected, but 
four, Ito, Matonkata, Katzu and Naquiu- 
warai have any claim to statesmanship. It 
is generally believed the Emperor will 
nominate Counts Oktna, [noul, Goto, 
Itaquaki and FoiushimH to be members 
of the bouse of peers.

Bradstreets Financial and Commercial Review 
for the Week Ending August 1st.

Weather very warm ; prospects for ram. 
Copper dull and weaker, the heaviest con- 
sumers uppear to have supplied immediate 
wants. visible stocks abroad are nearly 
40,000 tons less than one year ago. Raw 
cotton is off one-eighth per cent, with the 
bulls in cool nd and practicable, [roll unci 
raw wool and anthracite are as quiet as 
heretofore and still without pros- 
pects of an early chailgo for tho belter. 
Hides aro stronger ami the price is higher; 
boots and shoes nat>. rally feol this ami a 
good autumn demand has begun at in- 
creased figures. The importation of foreign 
fabrics have bei u heavy and tend to further 
depress woollen goods. Cotton goods stocks 
in the east, are fairly well held with a pros- 
pect of a further advance in brown and 
bleached sheetings and shirtings. The ex- 
ports of both wheat and flour, as wheat on 
both costs this week are larger notwith- 
standing the falling oil' in the Atlantic coast.

THE HUDSON'S 1JAY COMPANY. 

General Business Meeting in London, Kng., at 
wliicli an Important Proposition to Du- 
plicate the Shares is Considered. 

A general court of the Hudson's Bay 
Company was held in London, Eng., on 
tho 17t.Ii July, at which Sir Donald A. 
Smith, M.P., (governor) presided. In his 
address to the directors and shareholders, 
ho referred to tho dopr- ss on existing in 
tho fur trade consequent upon the mild 
weather which was experienced last 
winter. They sold this year 70,000 
martens at an average price of only 8s. , 
while last year they fetched lis. '.id. 
Twenty years ago tho average price of 
the same fur was 30s. They sold also 
40,000 minks at the sales in March last. 
These fetched only 3s. !)d., as against 5s. 
3d. the preceding year, and 19s. sonic 
twenty years ago. Had tho same price 
been obtained as last year the net profits 
would have been something 1 ko £44,- 

000 more; and this wuuld have 
enabled the directors to propose 
a dividend from tho trade equal to 
that of last year, or 14s. per share. 
Taking tho remuneration of sixty-three 
officers — equal to £19,800— from what 
would otherwise be net profit, the net 
profit for this last year is only £24,310 
14s, 8d., as against £0S,022 4s. 4d., or a 
diminution of almost £41,000, arising 
from tho declines in the price of lurs. 
The eonipa y has from the trade £24,310 
I4s. 8d. As regards land, the receipts 
for the last year, to March 31, are £37,- 
071 8s., as against £30,488 8s. 9J. Ill 
188!), while the charges are less by 
£5,040 0s. This arises in a great meas- 
ure from the fact that no charges wero 

1 ade last year by the government for 
surveys, and there lias also been a con- 
siderable reduction in the cost of manage- 
ment. The surveys mado by tho com- 
pany have cost £26,643, charges on tho 
survey of throe and a half million acres. 
In 1S88 the sales of land amounted to 
20,189 acres for a price of §144,950, an 
average of $5.53 per acre, and during this 
year, up to March 31st, there 
have been sold 34,733 acres 
for $199,636, or §5.70 per acre. The 
chairman summarized the figures thus : 
We have then a balance fv- m the trade 
of £24,310, and wo have on the land 
account a balance of £43,702 15s. 2d., 
or altogether £08,01!) 9s. lOd. Add to 
this £1,980 10s. 2d., taken from 
the balance of lust year, and you will 
have £70,000 yielding the 14s. per share 
which wo propose to distribute to you as 
dividend, leaving to be carried over 
£39,8640s. 5d. as against £41,844, lOd. 7d 
last year. 

He referred particularly to the immi- 
gration into Canada, and advised the 
shareholders to use their best endeavors 
to indnce a desirable class of people to 
settle in Cai ada. Sir Donald also spoke 
oi the phenomenal growth of Western 
Canada which was due to the communi- 
cation opened up by the railways, lie 
did not forget to forecast the advantage 
of the China and Japan trade to 
Canada. 

He mado a proposition that the Board 
bo authorised to put into sh tic a plan 
for duplicating the shares on the basis 
which Parliament may lay down for 
railway companies. Such plan is to be 
submitted to the shareholders in due 
course, accompanied by the proposed 
amendments in the charter which such 
duplication may render necessary. 

The adoption of the report having been 
proposed and seconded, a discussion en- 
sued on its several points, each of which 
was dealt with very fully. 

The chairman replied that as regarded 
the probable diminution of the fur trade- 
In' was only looking at tho course of 
time, but that time would not come for 
many years yet. The catch keeps up 
v ry good, but, of course, the best furs 
are taken from points north where popu- 
lation is thinnest, As regarded (lie Laid 
question, he said : We consider, as I 
have already iv. tempted to explain, that 
although we give the proceeds of the 
land sales year by year t 1 the share- 
holders in the form of dividend, yet 
there will remain behind in the posses- 
sion of the company for very many years 
to conic enough land to represent the 
capital of £-100,000 which stands against 
it in our books. Our difficulty htthert 
has been the question wheth r or not we 
had the right to do this— whet her it was 
legal and in accordance with the terms of 
our charter ; but having taken the nd- 
vico of eminent counsel upon the ques- 
tion, we find that iii their opinion it is 
legal for us to do this. We have no 
longer hesitated, therefore, about making 
the change. We have come to the con- 
clusion that it will be to your interest 
to do it, seeing that it will bo much 
more convenient for you to receive what- 
ever profit may be derived from the silo 
of your lands in the form of di\ idoud, to- 
gether with the profit, whatever it may 
bo, derived from the trade. With regard 
to I he Marino Insurance Fund, that fund 
has yielded til per cent, including inter- 
est, and there has been put to it £38,- 
000 in fifteen yoars; but if would be a 
mistake to suppose that this money is 
1. .eked up. Lb is being used actively all 
tho while in our business, so that it is not 
in any .sense locked up. 

After some further discussion Mr. 
Maelea i moved "Thai >he Govornur unci 
Committee bo reques od ' ■ prep.ir. a 
plan f r duplicating the shares ry the 
issue of one. preferred and one deforced 
share of each ordinary share in the Com- 
pany, or for otherwise converting them; 
and to take the proper Steps with a view 
to i btaiuing the necessary amendments 
in the charter, subject to the approval of 
tho shareholders." 

Admiral Field moved in amendment: 
"That the P> iurd be requested to consider 
the proposition for duplicating the shares 
US put forward by Mr. Maclean, and to 
report upon it at tho next meeting." 

This was carried eventually, and tho 
meeting was closed with a vute of thanks 
to the president.

collection, and tho experiences of some who 
have long officiated in tho capacity of col- 
lector aro often amusing. Divers and strange 




»Ko aro the different forms of receptacle!) 
adopted by church authorities for tlio neces- 
sary and charitable purpose. They vary 
from the metal plate, beloved of Noncon- 
formity, and which, we aro told, stands un- 
rivaled as an incentive to deposit a largo 
coin, for obvious reasons, to tho more accom- 
modating velvet bag of varied shape and size. 

As usual, in places whore no change is given, 
people as a rule go prepared to give a coin of 
a certain value. Tho individuals who give 
half-sovereigns, and they are rare, usually

Th • shilling is a popular 
collection coin, especially with men. It, is n 
useful medium contribution, is not much 
missed, and is dropped In without temerity. 
The sixpence is even more popular still, andn 
great favorite with tho fair sox. Its small 
size renders it convenient for concealing be- 
tween tho tips of the lingers, and the sound

as it falls can never be mistaken for a copper. 
More than once in the hurried search for n 
small coin, when the bag approaches, a half 
sovereign has been dr ipped in by mistake for 
sixpence, which is afterwards discovered to 
tho dismay and chagrin of the giver, and the 
collection for the worn-out, "curates' fund" 
increased by an involuntary nino and six 
ponce. 

But, above all, the threepenny piece stands 
pre-eminent as a collection coin and it ia 
open to doubt whether collections generally 
would benefit or suffer by the abolition of 
this diminutive but useful coin. It is said to 
form part of fully half the average collection, 
and migl.. have been specially designed for 
that purpose, so easily may it be hidden be- 
tween the linger and thumb of the giver, 
and gen tl J deposited in tho bag or box. One 
drawback is the fact that it rarely make) 
any sound in dropping into the bag, which 
causes the contributor to bo soma what boubt 
ful at times if it has gone in a all, But fur 
bo it from the collector to despise tho "nim- 
ble threepenny bit." 

Then we. come to the bronze. It would bo 
a matter of astonishment to some to know 
the large number of pence and halfpence 
that are given to collections. They are heavy, 
and lake up much room. Even farthings 
are sometimes found in the collection bag of 
so-called fashionable churches. A well- 
known divine of a West-End church, which 
is usually crowded, some time ago informed 
his congregation that their weekly offering did 
nol average n farthing each person, and beg 
ged thorn to make it a penny. The well dres- 
sed individuals who contribute coppers have

THE CONGO FOREST- 

About 350,000 Square Miles Covered by 
Thick Woods, 

One of tho most striking passages in Mr. 
Stanley's letters, received before he himsjlf 
emerged from tho centre of Africa, was that 
in which he described the vast, gloomy forest 
of the Congo. In the "parliamentary papers" 
upon 'ho Emin relief expedition just issued, 
containing Stanley's report, there is another 
remarkable description of this wonderful 
region, says the Loudon News. 

•'We can prove," says Stanley, "that east 
and north and northeast of tho Congo there 
exists an immense area of about 250,000 
square miles, which is covered by one un- 
broken, compact and veritable forest. A 
scientific writer, Professor Drummond, as 
Into as 188-s, writes that the fairy labyrinth of 
ferns and palms, tho festoons of climbing 
plants blocking the paths and scenting tho 
forest with their Qowers, the gorgeous cloud 
of insects, the gayly plumed birds, the paro- 
quets, the monkey I swinging from thoir tra- 
peze in the shaded bowers, are unknown to 
Africa. 

With duo deference to the professor, the.se 
are precisely what are every day seen within 
that urea of 350,000 square miles, through the 
core of which we traveled for thirteen 
mouths and in whose gloomy shades so many 
scores of our dark followers perished, Our 
progress through tho dense undergrowth of 
brush and ambitious young trees which grew 
beneath tho impervious shades of the forest 
giants, und which was matted by arums, 
phryuia and amoma, meshed by endless lines 
of calamus, and complicated by great cable- 
like convolved, was often only at the rate of 
400 yards an hour. Through such obstruc- 
tions as these we had to tuunol a way for tho 
column to pass, '1'ho Amazon valley cannot 
boast a more impervious or a more umbra- 
geous forest, nor one which has more truly a 
tropical character than this vast upper Congo 
forest, nourished as it is by eleven months of 
tropical showers."
